| pre-eminsace inthe mind, and 
, not only predominates over other 
appetites and detires, bu: con- 
tends with reafon, and is often 
-viGorious. In proportion as one 
paffion gains, ftrength, the reft 
Janguifh» and are enfecbled. 
They are feldom exertcifed ; 
their gratifications yield tranfi- 
ent pleafure, become of flight 
impartance, difpirited and de- 
cay : thusour happinefs is at- 
tached toone ruling’ and ardent 
pation ; butour teafonings con- 
cerning future events, are weak 
and fhort-fighted. “We form 
fchemes of felicity that can ne- 
ver be relized and cherith 
affections that can never be gra 
tified. : Mal 

‘If, therfore, the difappointed 
p-ffion has been Tong encourag- 
ed, if the gay vilions ot hope 
and imagination have long ‘ad- 
miniltered toits violence, if jt is 
confirmed by habit, in the tem- 
perand conititution ; if it has 
fujperceded the operation of other 
] active principles, and fo enerva- 
ted their ftrength, its difappoint- 
ment wil! be imbittered ; and 
fonow, prevented by ‘no other 
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p:ffion, will prav, unabaiting, om. 
the defolue, abindoned fpirirs.” 
We mav alfo obferve, that none 
are more liable to afflictions of 
this fort. than thofe ta whom nae 
ture has given.extreme fentibili- 
tye Al-vetoevery impreffion, 
therr feelinge are exquifite, they 
are eager i every pultuit; their 
imaginations are vigorous, and 
well adipted to fire them. They 
live, for atime.ina ftate of anare 
chy.expofed to the inroads of eves 
rvpafiion, ondthough polfeffed, 
of fingular abilities, their conduct. 
will hecapricions. Glowing with, 
the warmelt affeStions, open gee 
nerous, 2nd candid yet, prone te 
inconftancy, thev ate incapable 
of lafting friendihip. Atlength 
hy tofce of repeated indulgence, 
fome one pafiion becomes habit 
ual, occupies the heart, feizes 
the underftanding, and iunpati- 
ent of. refittance or congroul, 
weakens or extti pates every ope 
pofing principle i difappsinte 
ments enfues: no paffion ree 
mains to adminifter comfort ; 
and the original fenfibility whic 
prompted this difpotition, wil 
render the mind more fufcepti« 
ble of anguith, and'yield ita prey 
to difroudency. We ought, 
therfore, to beware of limitung 
our f licity tothe gratification 
of any individual paffen.

ETER Peuteman was a 

good painter of ftill life ; 
but the moft memorable circum- 
ftance relative to this artift was 
the incident that occafioned his 
death. 

He was employed to paint an 
emblematical picture of mortali- 
ity, expreflive of the vanity of 
the pleafures of this world, and 
of the fhortnefs and mifery of 
human life; andthathe might 
imitate fome parts of his fubject 
with the greatect exactnefs, he 


“painted them in an amatomical 
roomn, where feveral fkeletons , 


were fufpended from the ceiling, 


and fkulls and bones lay fcatter- , 


ed about the floor. Here he pre- 


pared to take his defigns, and ei-, 


ther from fome previous fatigue, 
or the intenfenefs of his ftudy,

infenfibly fell aleep. This was 
on September 18, 5692, when 
an earthquake, that happened 
while he was dozing, roufed him; 
and the inftant he awoke, he 
perceived all the fkeletans in mo-~ 
tion, and the lofe fkulls rolling 
about the room ! Being totally 
ignorant of the caufe, he was 
ftruck with fuch horror that he 
threw himfelf down ftairs, and 
tumbled out into the ftreet half 
dead. His friends took all ima~ 
ginable pains to efface the im- 
preffion made on his mind by this 
unlucky event; explaining the 
true caufe of the agitation of 
the fkeletons: Neverthelefs his 
fpirits were affected in fo violent 
amanner, that he never recover-_, 
ed his health. butdied foon after 
at 42 years of age,
